Jew of | 
. Toldedo

TOLEDO. — Abe Zuckerman, 
proprietor of the Sinai Restaurant 
here, maintains that he is the first 
Jew to live in this city since 1492. A 
‘Frenchman who is now an American 
citizen, he once ran the only kosher 
restaurent ie Madrid, but now 
serves seafood and other doubtful 
delicacies to tourlats who visit the 
ancient synagogues, the Jewish 
Museum and the house of Samuel 
Levi (later allegedly occupied by ἘΠ 
Greco) which face his spotless es- 
tablishment. 

Until the Inquisition, Toledo 
boasted a proud, cultured and 
wealthy Jewish community. 
Maimonides himself prayed under 
the ornate arches of the synagogue 
that later became the Church of San- 
ta Maria. To this day, Jewish names 
and traditions abound. “I have a 
friend," said Zuckerman, "who is a 
regular church-goer. Every Friday 
evening he lights candles in his 
home. And neither he nor any 
member of his family eats pork. 

“"When I asked him why he lights 
the candles and why they don't eat 
Pig meat, he replied: ‘Family 
tradition.” '” 

Samuel Levi was the financial 
genius who advised King Peter the 
Cruel. He lived in the palatia] home 
which was possibly occupied by 
Greco and is now full of the greatar- 
tist's marvellous paintings and 
relics, When the attendant there dis- 
covered that we were interested in 
Jewish matters, he produced an 
Israel coin and ae keyring with a 
Hebrew inscription. ‘Given to me by 
Israeli visitors,"’ he said, 

Sam Toledano is one of today's 
leaders of the Madrid Jewish com- 
munity. ‘Some people have changed 
their names and many do not 
recognise their origins. But today, 
others are becoming proud of their 
ancestry.” 

Everyone knows that Zuckerman 
is Jewish but he feels no anti- 
Semitism. The mayor and other city 
leaders are his friends. 

All over Toledo there are signs in 
Hebrew pointing to the ‘Beth 
Knesseth.” The are full of 
souvenirs bearing a Magen David, 
hammered onto earings and pen: 
dants, cuff links and the backs of 
metal tortoises, in gold and silver 
leaf, There are books of photographs 
of the synagogues in three languages 
and entitled: ‘“The Jews of Toledo." 

The decorated arches of the syn- 
agogue which became the church of 
Santa Maria appear on the cover of 
the Government Tourist Office 
Toledo booklet. The other disused 
house of prayer is a simple hall with 
tapestried walls and Hebrew letter- 
ing in a band at ceiling level. The 
Aron Ha-Kodesh must have been in 
the pillared recess at the eastern 
end.

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the appointed day drew near, we 
knew that nothing and nobody could 
stop us. Except the rain." - 

D-Day had to be postponed and it 
was set once more, after the rains | 
had stopped. for December 10, the 
second day of Hanukka. 

“This time the elements did not in- 
terfere and just before dawn the con- 
voy of trucks and flat trailers set out 
for Tel Aviv, Everything went accord- 
-ing to plan. Sixty of us set to work, 
putting up the stockade, the other 20 
bringing up the rear. by 
Jewish Settlement Police with their 
‘Jegal’ arms, we worked hard and 
without a word. Everyone knew ex- 
actly what to do, there was no need 
to talk. By three o'clock in the after- 
noon the country's first tower and 
stockade kibbutz had been eatabliah- | 
ed and a barbed wire fence stretched 
around it (this was done by the 
girls}. 

The Arabs were taken completely 
by surprise and were 50 stunned that 
they made no attempt to interfere. 

"The stockade, primitive as it may 
pow seem, served as an efficient 
deterrent, Lurie told me. At Tet 
Amal it was never attacked. After 
two years it was removed and 
to the halutzim who put up 
nearby Measilot. Tn fact, in only two 
cases did the Arabs ever try to at- 
tack a stockade-protected kibbutz: 
At Tirat Zvi they were driven off and 
at Hanita they charged while the 
stockade was being put up. 

“The Tel. Amal stockade and tower 
cost 400 pounds, but even such a 
modest sum was hard to raise at the 
time, (The kibbutz repaid it later.) 
Today the founding fathers of the 
kibbutz dream of building a full- 
scale replica. Calculations show that 
it would cost a quarter of a million 
pounds, and once again, we can't af- 
ford it, Lurie smiled, Meanwhile 
they make do with a scale model. 


ALTHOUGH THE stockade and 
tower kept attackers away from the 
kibbutz, the Arabs laid mines and 
ambushes for the kibbutzniks in the 
fields and the dirt tracks outside. 
Several men lost their lives. A young 
settlement policeman, Haim Bruk, 
from Beit Alfa, was killed only 8. tew 
wecks after the kibbutz was put up. 
He was on his way to guard duty, on 
foot, carrying a rifle, when he was 
met by a local Beduin. The two ex- 
changed ‘‘salaams" and the un- 
suspecting Bruk walked on. The Be- 
duin then shot him in the back witha 
sawed-off rifle he had hidden under 
his robes. Bruk's last message. 
written in his own blood on a piece of 
wood, was found near his body. It 
read: “It's a pity to die so young. But 
our freedom is worth -everything.” 
Today they have ἃ thriving date 
grove and an irrigated olive grove 
{despite early pessimism the olives 
grow to jumbo size in the hot valley). 
There are vineyards, ἃ grapefruit 
orchard, field crops, cotton, ἃ big 
vegetable garden, & large turkey 
farm and fish ponds.

The kibbutz also has. two ‘small in-

also runs the country’s only fish dis- 
ease laboratory. - 
The original 85x35 metre awelling 
atea of the kibbutz has grown into 
. $00 dunams, with airconditioned 
homes, a modern dining hall and fine 
cultural facilities, Shortly after its 
foundation the settlement changed 
its name to Nir David, at the request 
of the South African Zionist Federa- 
tion, which supported it financially. 
The name commemorates David 
Wolfson, who succeeded Herzl as 
president of the World Zionist 
Federation. Wolfson was a native of 
Lithuania, ag are many of the Jews 
in South Africa. 
As they look back and celebrate 
their anniversary. the members of 
Nir David cannot avoid one jarring 
note. They are known, jn some 
quarters as “(πὸ Kaddum of 
Mapam,” 8 designation they resent 
strongly. ‘‘It's true that we had to 
“press hard for permission to es- 
fablish Te) Amal," Lurie said, ‘but 
the decision in principle had been 
taken by the entire yishuv and by 
Zionist Federation authorities. We 
didnot go against the authorities. We 
did not establish a fait accompli, as 
Gush Emunim did. We did not settle 
merely as a demonstrative act.” 
. But now, 40 years after its founda- 
tion, the kibbutz is again surrounded 
by barbed wire and watchtowers. 
and shelters are hidden under many 
of the lovely lawns. "Perhaps in 
another 40 years, hopefully much 
sooner, we shall be able to do without 
these precautions, just as 38 years 
ago we were able to dispense with 
the original stockade,” one 
veterans said.

DECEMBER in Byten. a small town 

in Eastern Poland, was not the time 
of the year we children particularly 
looked forward to, except for 
Hanukka. ‘ 

For weeks before, my sisters Yen- 
tle and Henya busied themselves 
putting in the storm windows, 
spreading a kind of dry moss with a 
sprinkle of coloured tissue paper 
strips on the window sills; between 
the window panes. They saw to it 
that all cracks were sealed, doing 
the best they could to prepare the 
house for winter before the snow set 
in. Father spread bales of straw over 
the potatoes, carrots, beets and 
radishes in the cellar to prevent the 
frost from rotting them. He saw to it 
that the yard was well stocked .with 
fire-wood, to keep the family warm 
during the long winter. 

In December, ovr little town ley 
sleepily under ita heavy dlanket of 
snow, and the frost drew magical 
patterns, fingerings of branches on 
the window panes, The prisma of 
icicles hanging over the brows of 
buildings made the little 
like a labyrinth of castles, 
chandeliers giving out a shimmering 
of light and rainbow colours at sun- 
down, when the amber skies 
foreshadowed the biting winds of the 
next day. At night the strong wind 
howled in the chimney like 2 pack of 
Ὧι wolves.

ONE OF THE PROBLEMS raised by this week's dramatic 
resignation of Prime Minister Rabin, which certainly did not: 

in his original calculations, is the of the elections 
to the local authorities. Under law these were to be held con- 
currently with balloting to the Knesset on November 1. Now 
that the Knesset poll is certain to take place in the late 
spring, the fate of the local government elections is up in the 


ἘΣ τὸ have been under consideration during the 
last few days: retaining the original November 1 date for the 
focal elections; holding them together with the Knesset elections 
in the spring; or putting them off to some date in 1978. 

‘The latter suggestion is undoubtedly the worst of the three. 
‘We have had a long history of playing fast and loose with 
voting dates for nearly all elective institutions, excepting the 
Knesset. This has been true, in varying degrees, for the World 
Zionist"Congress, the Histadrut, national trade unions, local 
authorities, and internal party organs. 

In recent years there has been the beginning of a trend 
towards greater observance of the jetter of the law in regard 
to election dates. Postponing local government elections to 1978 
‘would ‘be a deplorable reversion to our older, reprehensible, ways. 

The major argument offered in favour of keeping the same 
. date for the local and Knesset elections is that it would help 
Save money. Duplicate elections, it is said, would cost double 
the money — not to mention double the wear and tear on 
political nerves. 

‘While there is 8 measure of validity to this claim, there is 
also no little degree of effrontery to it, considering its source. 
The very people now crying “economy” are the ones who have 
inflated Treasury payments to the political parties by some tens 
of millions of pounds annually, and to over IL120m. this year 
— all of it fully linked to the index. This has been defended 
on the ground that political parties are the lifeblood of democ- 
racy, and that democracy does not come cheap. Well, neither 
do elections. 

Moreover, there is a telling argument for the separation — 
not only next year, but as a regular practice — of mational and 
local elections. This is the need to emphasize the paramountcy 
of local issues in local elections. Tees ee ee aoe 
ernment built into our political system has had disastrous ef. 
fects on the quality of our life. 

The principle of separation acquires special importance now 
that we enter a new era in local government with the entry 
into force of the law on the direct election of mayors and 
heads of local councils. Under the new law, already applied in 
the Nazareth elections last December, there will be separate 
voting for mayors and local council members. Tn the case of 
meayoralty elections onjy candidates receiving at least 40 per 
cent of the vote will be elected outright. 

This means, in effect, that in most of the Jocal authorities 
run-off elections between the two leading candidates will pro- 
ably have to be held. In order to ensure adequate participation 
in the council run-off vote, the entire process must be detached 
from the hubbub surrounding a national poll ~ ᾿ 


No tampering with the economy 


WHATEVER THE MAKE-UP of the Cabinet that succeeds 
the coalition Prime Minister Rabin dissolved on Monday, it will 
be a caretaker administration until the elections due next year. 
The first necessity is to make sure that interim government 
does not turn out to be bad government. : 

‘This warning concerns the Opposition ds well as those in 
the seat of power.

The public lost faith in the last Government's economic policy 
because it failed to control inflation, Yet Finance Minister 
Rabinowitz deserves credit for trying his best to augment 
revenue and cut expenditure. He succeeded only in part. Critics 
said he was still overspending — for practising the sin of deficit 

Three fiscal measures are to be tabled in the Knesset shortly: 
8 new property tax arrangement, a prolongation of the payroll 
tax, and a prolongation of the Defence Loan. If these measures 
are not passed, the revenue accounts will be short of IL2,000m. 
during the coming fiscal year. To block these laws would mean 
to widen an already sizable deficit in Mr. Rabinowitz’s budget; 
in other words, to give a further fillip to inflation. 

The question ing every faction in the coming months is 
what kind of policy to propound: whether to court cheap pub- 
licity by advocating more purchasing-power, bigger allowances, 
cheaper housing and lower taxes; or to offer 8 hard prospect 
of self-discipline and self-restraint, designed to serve the tong- 
term national interest. 

The public senses more than before the gravity of the ordeals 
that are going to face the nation after the parliamentary elec- 
tions. All sides in the coming political debate would do well 
to bear that in mind.
